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As a point for clarification, the term "the openers comprise" in claim 24, line 5, in 
claim 25, line 5, in claim 49, line 6 and in claim 50, line 6 should be replaced with -the 
opener comprises-. In claim 49, line 7, "the frames" should be replaced with -the 
frame-. In claim 51, line 5, "the opener tabs" should be replaced with -the opener 
comprises tabs-. 

With respect to the new claims 52-71, Applicant is required to provide support 
why these claims are read on the elected embodiment of Figures 6-9. The allowable 
claims 24, 25 and 49-51 are not generic to all the embodiments according to the 
Restriction Requirement. It appears that the combination of the frame including an 
opener having lifting tabs and the piercer for piercing the cover of the blister (see the 
combination of claims 24 plus 53 or 56 and others) is not supported by the specification 
as originally filed. Although the Examiner agreed with the Applicant for renumbering 
some of the dependent claims from the nonelected embodiments to the allowable claims 
24, 25 and 49-51, but the Applicant is responsible for all the supports of the dependent 
claims. For example only, in claim 53, the phrases "the piercers" and "piercer" lack 
antecedent basis and "an opener" in claim 53 appear a double recitation of claim 24. 
Correction is required.
